| REPORT. 
To the Citizens of the Town of Seabrook: 


As the report of our superintendent deals fully with 
the conditions and needs of our schools, it makes unneces- 
sary any detailed report from your committee aside from 
repairs which are as follows: 

Fifteen single adjustable (ane and seats, fitted in 
at the South Intermediate school rooms, $60.00. 

Two rooms painted and kalsomined( stock and labor) 
$23.00. 

_ Grading, painting and other repairs, Farm school, 
$17.00. 

Both school rooms in the Sanborn building white- 
washed and ceiling repaired, $9.00. 

Stairs, doors and windows repaired (material and 
labor) $7.50. 

Fifteen gallons of oil applied to the hard wood floors 
of all the school rooms, $8.50. ‘ 
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Minor repairs were made at the other school build- 
ings. The most needed repairs at present are in the Boyd 
and Locke school rooms, both need whitewashing and 
kalsomining, new floors and seats in the closets at the 
South and Sanborn buildingss, new flag staff at the Farm 
school house. The committee would recommend the same 
appropriation as last year. 


REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 


To the School Board of Seabrook, N. H.: 


Gentlemen :—I have the honor to submit herewith my 
second annual report and the second in the series of re- 
ports of the district superintendents. 

The chief business of a republic is the education of 
its young. Likewise the most important duty of a town is 
to see that its boys and girls are so educated and trained 
as to adjust themselves most satisfactorily to the demands 
and needs of their time. The best investment for a town 
is found in the education of its children, in supplying 
them with as numerous opportunities as possible, so that 
they may live happily, honorably, and efficiently, and may 
render their highest and best service to the community 
and the country in which they live. 

The progress of civilization along all lines of human 
activity has become increasingly rapid. The achievements 
of modern education are no less wonderful than those in 
other fields of endeavor. Developments are very rapid 
and those who would take advantage of opportunity, must 
recognize it by opening the door when it knocks. Hduea- 
tional work has become more and more practical. The use- 
ful has won its place in the school curriculum, and the 
more formal book knowledge (a large proportion of which 
is never employed in the occupations of life) is being 
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eradually reduced, and its place filled by information and 
training that is closely related to the every-day life in the 
world outside the school room. 

Preparation for higher schools of learning as well as 
for the life-oceupatious make large and increasing de- 
mands upon the elementary schools. The school boys and 
the school girls of 1913 need to know many things that 
were unknown and unnecessary even as late as 1893, if 
they are to understand in some measure at least the great, 
pulsing modern world of activities all about them. The 
old-time district school with its pupils of all ages, it many 
classes, its restricted courses of study, its neglect. of the 
small children, can not possibly perform more than a 
small fraction of the required work. In many rural 
schools today not more than one-half the eight years’ 
course is ever completed. Fortunately, these schools are 
rapidly. disappearing, and consolidated schools in better 
ventilated, better hghted, more sanitary buildings with 
efficient, well-trained instructors, and operated at less ex- 
pense, are taking their places. To secure the necessary 
time and teaching-power for this broader preparation and 
to obtain the means whereby teachers may have the pro- 
per oversight of individual needs and ambitions of chil- 
dren, some form of consolidation becomes necessary. 

Last spring a change in the grading and organization 
of the local schocls was made in order to secure a larger 
amount of teaching power and longer recitation periods, 
to make possible better work and to give the single pupil 
more time and attention. The West school was closed as 
the pupils were few and the larger number lived as near 
if not nearer the Sanborn building. Those who lived at 
a distance from the Sanborn building were sent to schools 
in South Hampton and Hampton Falls, their tuition paid, 
and transportation furnished those attending school in 
the latter town. The small primary school in the Locke 
building was discontinued and its pupils sent to the San- 
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born and Boyd buildings. At the Locke building a gram- 
mar school comprising the seventh and eighth grade pu- 
pils from both the South and Sanborn schools was formed. 
The standard of the work done was raised and some of the 
studies not pursued beforehand, although required by 
the State Program of Studies for the Elementary Schools, 
were included in the weekly program. This school has 
been increasing in efficiency since its inception and is un- 
der excellent instruction. It will next year be capable of 
still further development. The teaching-power and the 
length of recitation periods have been approximately 
doubled. A pupil who attends regularly and is earnest 
and studious should find it comparatively easy to enter 
a good High school after completing Satis AGLOELY. the 
work of this school. 

To prepare for the Locke Grammar school, two inter- 
mediate schools consisting of the fourth, fifth and sixth 
grades were established, one in the Sanborn building, the 
other in the South building. The courses in these three 
grades were strengthened and broadened to more fully 
meet the demands of the State course. To the three prim- 
ary schools in the South, Sanborn and Boyd buildings 
were given pupils of the first three grades, (Four grades 
had beforehand attended these schools,) and to the Farm 
Lane school the first four grades (instead of the first 
five), in this way relieving overcrowding in the South and 
Sanborn rooms and making it possible to add from one- 
third more to double the time given beforehand to each 
individual pupil. | . 

The citizens who have visited the local schools re- 
cently can not have failed to see the signs of progress in 
many directions. Because of the excellence of our present. 
corps of teachers much has already been attained, and 
much ‘more is possible, if better attendance is obtained 
and more home support is given. Individual eases have 
been studied, there has resultéd less retardation, less lack 
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of adjustment of the pupil to his schocl-work and to his 
grade. In point of discipline there has been a distinct 
improvement. Enthusiasm is becoming more common, the 
children are generally responsive and interested in their 
daily tasks. 

During the winter term pupils living at a distance 
from the schools they attend and especially young chil- 
dren have been transported at the expense of the town. 
This had been unnecessary during the spring and fall 
terms. More liberality than customary elsewhere has been 
shown by the Board. Seabrook has an almost unrivaled 
opportunity for consolidating its schools in this money- 
saving and economical manner, because the distances 
traveled by the pupils to and from school are so small. 
The superintendent, however, would recommend that a 
specified limit in distance be set for transportation by - 
the Board. In most communities where transportation is 
more extensive and has become the custom the limit is 
set at one mile and a half. The limit regarded as reason- 
able by the courts, judging from cases that have been 
passed upon by the Supreme court is two miles. 

From the stand-point of economy the town has saved 
no small amount by this change, as it has meant one less 
teacher, less fuel, and some saving in the funds used for 
repairs and books and supplies... From the stand-point of 
better training and general educational efficiency the gain 
has been very great. Another year should add materially 
to the effectiveness of our school system. 

In my last year’s report the economy of securing the 
services of well-trained, successful teachers even at higher 
salaries was mentioned. It is growing more and more 
difficult to obtain trained and experienced teachers who 
are willing to take charge of schools where a large num- 
ber of grades are taught in one room, because they realize 
that the best results are practically an impossibility. Since © 
September the teachers employed here have been in al- 
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most all cases trained and in some cases experienced as 
well. While the salaries paid are larger and are drawn 
from this year’s appropriation, the reimbursement from 
the State next December will be two and one-half times. 
as great as this year, provided the policy of hiring quali- 
fied teachers is continued. Regarding teachers’ salaries. 
it may be said that everywhere more recompense is asked,. 
but it is as in other lines of human endeavor caused by 
the increasing high cost of living and the demand of the 
people for more satisfactory and better trained instrue- 
tors for their children. In calculating the economy of this. 
year’s administration, the State aid for qualified teach- 
ers due next winter should be added to the money saved 
by closing the West school. The weekly amount actually 
paid by the town for teachers’ salaries is at present $2.5i) 
less than it Was a year ago. 

Attention this year has been directed’ to the most 
important subject of reading. Methods employed in 
some of the best schools of other towns and cities have 
been inspected and studied by the superintendent and 
primary teachers with a view to possible improvement: 
in our own, Several devices have been prepared and 
employed. Pupils should at the end of the fourth grade 
be able to pronounce accurately any word and _ read 
fluently the average text found in the library. This is 
not being done at present in our schools, but a gain has 
been made, and larger results may confidently be ex- 
_ pected as the classes move upward through the grades. 
~ The chief obstacle met with is the lax attendance in these 
earlier grades. Manifestly we cannot expect to achieve 
with irregular-attendance the same results as can be ob- 
tained in towns and cities where the school year is con- 
siderably longer and the attendance is seldom affected. 

The employment of perception charts and cards, fre- 
quent mental drills in number, direct oral teaching with 
emphasis laid upon speed have resulted in an appreciable 
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gain in the work in arithmetic. | The introduction of 
the new texts in physiology (recommended last year) 
has improved the instruction in this branch. Parents 
could render this work of incalculable value by some 
form of cooperation with the superintendent and the 
teachers that will insure the practice of correct habits of 
living and the application of knowledge gained relative 
to bacteria, sanitation, ventilation, and the care of the 
health. 

Intelligent citizenship is a necessary safe-guard of 
the republic. New Hampshire requires the teaching of 
civics in the eighth grade and the reading of the Nation- 
al and State Constitutions. High Schools require for 
entrance an examination in this subject. Accordingly 
it has been presented very efficiently in the grammar 
grades.. 

The course in history has been made more vital, 
broader in scope and more inspiring. Music and draw- 
ing are included in our weekly programs, but they re- 
ceive only such attention as the time and the teachers’ 
natural abilities and training will permit. The teaching 
of music in our schools by a special instructor would be 
a welcome improvement and not a very eXpensive one. 
Music is now taught in many towns, and has become a 
recognized feature of the school work. 


The teaching of the Palmer Business Method of 
Penmanship in all grades will prove of interest to the 
citizen, who has observed the changes that have taken 
place within the last twenty years. This method is a 
museular-arm movement and a semi-slant system, which 
requires correct position of the entire body and results 
in great rapidity and ease of execution. The time has 
past when we can place a copy-book in the hands of 
the pupil, leave him to do as he pleases and_ expect 
‘‘writing’’ as a result. To aid in this department, an 
Ayres’ Chart for measuring accurately the results of les- 
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sons in handwriting has been placed in the possession 
of each teacher. 7 

Copies of a text in ethics have been placed in each 
school room and instruction has been given at least once 
a week. New material for the seat work in the primary 
grades and also some for drawing have been provided. 
The list of supplementary readers has been augmented 
by the purchase of several numbers of the Art Literature 
Series, the Fifty Famous Stories, Robinson Crusoe, 
Lamb’s Tales from Shakespeare, Baldwin and Bender’s 
readers and The Tree Dwellers. During the summer vaea- 
tion, one half of the South Intermediate room was fit- 
ted with single adjustable desks and seats. They were 
much needed. The remaining seats of the room should 
be replaced by similar seats and desks this year. 

During the past year meetings for the discussion of 
professional subjects in education have been held in this 
town, in Hampton Falls, and in Hampton. The object 
has been to arouse the interest and enthusiasm of the 
teachers in the work they are doing. These meetings: 
will be continued through the spring term. A cordial 
invitation to the public to attend is hereby extended. 
Other local meetings for the discussion of special prob 
lems and of the internal school-room work have been held 
whenever necessary. 


In last year’s report the laws governing attend- 
ance were outlined (a careful re-reading of the report 
mentioned is requsted.) Attendance is yet far tiem 
satisfactory, but, as will be observed from the tables 
published with this report, this year’s record is an im- 
provement over that of the year previous. I[lowever, 
the loss sustained by the town in revenue and educational 
advancement has been very great. The laws cover the 
unnecessary absences, and with proper and judicious en- 
forcement these absences should be made to disappear. 
No reduction of the annual loss due to apparently neces- 
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Sary absences can be expected until by a close co-opera- 
tion of home and school more effective methods are em. 
ployed to prevent the spread of colds and other con- 
tazious diseases and better means are afforded for re- 
cognizing and supplying the needs of the children without 
too great delay. Medical inspection has been employed 
with splendid results in many places. 

The term just closed has been a fair example of the 
great harm resulting from irregular attendance. There 
have been not a few infractions of the laws, aside from 
absences due to illness. It should be remembered that 
the parent who keeps his child at home for any cause 
whatsoever is indirectly adding to the tax-rate, that the 
repetition, because of protracted absences, of the work 
of a year or more by any child adds to the burden of the 
tax-payer, and injures most seriously the general ef- 


ficiency of the schools. 

The frequent and continued absence of children un- 
der eight years of age have this year rendered the work 
ot the primary schools less effective. The best informed 
educators agree that the period between six and eight 
years is marked by the great capacity of the child for 
strong and quick perceptions and for receiving a large 
number of new impressions. Parents should under 
present conditions have their children enter before ar- 
riving at the age of seven years and when once entered 
upon their school work should insist upon as perfect at- 
tendance as possible. The elementary course is eight 
years in length. A child entering the first grade at 
eight years of age, will, unless above the average, be six-— 
teen years of age at the completion of his elementary 
course and enter the high school older than is usual. In 
any case the primary years cannot be safely neglected. 

Now that we are nearing the time when we ean fulfill 
the state elementary requirement, the boys and girls of 
the town should expect to complete the eight years’ 
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work before leaving school. Many are now not doing 
this, but are leaving at the age of fourteen. Parents 
should interest. themselves in this matter. 

The superintendent has felt no little interest in 
boys and girls who have completed the elementary 
course, but do not care to attend high schools out of 
town. Anyone who has given much thought to the 
question of local secondary instruction, and knows the 
great cost of operating a modern high sehool, cannot fait 
to be convineed that there is no field for a secondary 
school of the academy type in Seabrook. However, it 
might be well for us to make some study of schools fur- 
nishing secondary instruction in commercial and in- 
dustrial branches. Much has been accomplished in 
this direction in other parts of the state. During the 
coming year this subject should engage the attention of 
the citizens. The cost of establishing and maintainin? 
such schools is less than is generally supposed. Later, 
printed matter relating to these forms of education will 
be collected by the superintendent and in some manner 
brought before the citizens of the town. 

It must always be kept in mind that the schools are 
largely what the people make them. Suggestions and 
criticisms are welcomed. Some means of bringing trust- 
worthy and accurate information to the attention of the 
citizens should be devised and employed. Assuredly 
there is no more important duty of a superintendent than 
this. 


A better knowledge by the tax-payer of the opera- 
tion of the laws relating to state aid and to school fin- 
ances, a clearer conception of the meaning of present 
educational ideas and policies would go far toward af- 
fecting great and far-reaching reforms in the schools. A 
town’s educational policy should not be subject to fre- 
quent radical changes, but should be a gradual, well- 
founded evolution along lines of development proved 
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beyond all doubt beneficial and progressive. ; 

I desire to express here my appreciation of the help- 
ful and cordial assistance of the members of the School 
Board, my gratitude to the teachers who have labored so 
efficiently and so well and my thanks to the parents and 
the public who have so generously supported and 
encouraged me in my work. Surely such kindly and 
liberal support cannot fail to act as a spur to greater 
attainment and furnish inspiration for higher and _ bet- 
ter service.
